1. This Allowance is in response to the amendment filed on May 25, 2007. 
4-5, 15-16, and 25-26 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 4-5, 15-16, and 25-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance. 
The closet prior art is to Dietrich (US 5,216,593). Dietrich teaches a computer 

implemented procedure for solving a discrete activity resource allocation, reducing all 
activities and resources which do not contribute to maximizing benefit. Thus, all 
infeasible and non-profitable activities are discarded and all non-constraining resources 
are discarded, thereby considerably simplifying the solution to the problem. However, 
Dietrich fails to teach wherein the future discounting algorithm is a deterministic 
algorithm that achieves a competitive ratio of (1 + I/L) (L + 1) 1/L , where L is a lookahead 
factor which models some amount of future demand known to a provider of the resource, 
taken in combination with a computer implemented method of resource allocation to 
yield a benefit as recited in claims 4, 15, and 25. 

The closet prior art is to Dietrich (US 5,216,593). Dietrich teaches a computer 
implemented procedure for solving a discrete activity resource allocation, reducing all 
activities and resources which do not contribute to maximizing benefit. Thus, all 
infeasible and non-profitable activities are discarded and all non-constraining resources 
are discarded, thereby considerably simplifying the solution to the problem. However, 
Dietrich fails to teach wherein the algorithm is an intermittent that achieves a competitive 
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ration of lthe future discounting algorithm is a deterministic algorithm that achieves a 
competitive ratio of (1 + 4/(L-7), where L is a lookahead factor which models some 
amount of future demand known to a provider of the resource, as recited in claims 5, 16, 
and 26.
